Civil Action No. 2:08-cv-04410 (SDW)(MCA), was filed September 3, 
2008. The original Complaint charged defendants Ballys and Nice Systems with directly 
infringing one or more claims of the patent, and defendant, Nice Systems with actively inducmg 
others to infilnge the patent. 



The defendants filed counterclaims and botli plaintiffs and defendants have answered the 
opposing parties' respective claims. There has been no discovery in the case and on, or about 
March 2, 2009, the plaintiff, Multi-Format, made disclosures under Local Patent Rule 3.1 and 
3.2. The disclosure indicated that the plaintiffs are asserting "...at least..." claims 8, 12 and 15 
of the patent-in-suit. The disclosure also mcluded claim charts identifying specifically the 
relationship between the patent claims and the accused products. The applicant v^dll continue to 
review the litigation and forward to the Patent Office any relevant documents filed.
